NHEAT DOLLAR 
DER MARKET, 
1S CLAIM 


Government Bans Further 
Sales Below World 
Values 


Farmer's wheat was being 
sold to distillers: for making 
whieky at $1.95..per bushel up 
until a few weeke ‘ago, when 
this wheat could have been 
sold for export at $2.25 per 
bushel, according. to a state- 
ment |made by The North-West 
Line Elevators Association 
contrediction of a public an- 
nouncement made by the mini- 
ster of trade and commerce _in- 
ferring that none had been sold 
to distilleries since the end of 
the war, 

The Line Elevator Companies 
statement followai 

Hon. J .A. MacKinnon, the 
ministet of trade and commerce 
in an interview ‘in Winnipeg 
Thureday, “denied emphatically 
that any wheat id now going 
into the manufacture of liquor.” 
He further indicated that wheat 
had been used by‘distillers for 
the manufacture ‘of industrial 
alcohol during thé war, but not 
any more,

leries must be on the basis of 
the export price for Clase 2 
wheat. Clases 2 wheat if today 
quoted by the Canadian Wheat 
Board at $2.27 per bushel. 

The war ended seventeen 
months ago. Up until a few 
weeks ago the farmers’ wheat 
wae being sold to the distilleries 
at $1.25 per bushel. The mini- 
eter of trade and commerce in 
hie interview “noted that some 
people have been talking about 
the sale of wheat: for making 
spirits in Canada... He wanted 
to nail that stetementiand give 
it absolute denial.” It ‘would 
appear that the “people” refer- 
red to by Mr. MacKinnon have 
been responsible for getting.the 
farmer an additional: $1.02 per 
bushel for this wheet.
